having exhausted all the legal tech- 
nicalities known to the law, stood lie- 
fore the bar of justice and acknowl- 
edged the guilt of bavin? caused the 
death of Alice'Hanimel by mean1* the 
most horrible known to the civilized 
\\orld. Her crime was committee on 
the night of September 12, 1000, and 
on the last clay of the following No- 
vember she was sentenced by tlie late 
Judge Mooney. to the state peniten- 
tiary for a period of tea years. 
The- 


public was at the time of the sentence 
divided on the point of \\hetber so 
atrocious a crime, tben the second of 
the kind known to the world, should 
have been jiermittetl to pass •with, a 
penalty the severity of which was no 
greater than that dealt out in some 
states for the crime nf 1mr«e stealing 
and which is in this state only one- 
half of the possible sentence. Mrs. 
Van Liew once before applied for 
clemency and hei appeal was met b\ 
hundreds of remonstrances from cit- 
izens of this town and county and 
from other parts of the state. A like 
movement is sure to follow in this in- 
stance and tho Board of Pardons will 
again be given to understand that ihr 
terrible details of the crane are htili 
fresh in the minds of the people.
